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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The proposed new title filed 24 April 2006 is accepted. 

Drawings 

The Substitute Drawings submitted 24 April 2006 are accepted. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Richard Campbell on 07 July 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

New claims 82 and 83 are cancelled. 

Method Claim 67 is amended to read after "comprising:" - transmitting from a 
device one or more signals that expect a response; - is inserted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 42-81 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as regards 
the amended independent claims, the prior art made of record teaches a system for use 
in establishing and maintaining wireless data links comprising an antenna system 
capable of being selectively configured to transmit or receive an electromagnetic signal 
in a plurality of selected patterns but does not teach a controller coupled to the antenna 
system to detect one or more responses to the at least one polling request while the 
antenna system is configured in at least two different selected patterns.
